Police board survey a story 
before results even tabulated 


W 'e think the police budget 
in Niagara is too high. We 
don't think we are alone 
in that. Naturally, we encourage the 
police board to look for ways to save 
money. 


That said, we do not believe an 
online survey is the way to build a 
case for budgetary restraint, or to 
gain useful knowledge about what 
the public thinks of the police. Yet 
that is what our police board is 
doing with its digital questionnaire. 

We’re told a third party is 
compiling the data, and that it will 
be safe and confidential. 

But already there are problems. 
The police union calls the project at 
least in part politically motivated. 
And we've discovered that 
individuals can repeatedly take part 
in the poll, which naturally will raise 
questions about its validity. 

Police board chairman Bob 
Gale says hard questions have to 
be asked. He’s right. They do. So 
why not ask them in a survey with 
proven methodology? 

If the police board wants to truly 
find out what the public thinks of 
the service, it could have engaged 
an established polling outfit, had 
it devise a questionnaire, and 
instructed it to carry out a proper 
sampling across the region. 

Instead, the survey itself has 
become the story, before any results 
are even tabulated. 


This is the latest in what is 
becoming a long line of skirmishes 
between the board and the police. 

The new regime responsible for 
civilian oversight makes much of 
wanting to get control of the police 
budget. Of course, we have heard 
that before from a long line of 
boards, all of them coming away 
frustrated when they learn how little 
actual control or power they have to 
bring about change. 

Much of the police budget is 
dominated by legislated services 
and salaries -items over which 
the board has no power. They can 
comment all they want, but at the 
end of the day they can do nothing. 

So instead of writing a poll that will 
tell them the police services budget is 
“excessively high,” the board should 
spend time coming up with real, 
workable solutions to the fiscal crisis. 

The board could, for example, 
champion a campaign to get 
Queen's Park or Ottawa to cover 
the cost of the NRP's provincial 
and federal duties -expensive 
obligations like helping patrol 
international borders and 
waterways. We’re certain the police 
executive would be onside with 
helping launch that kind of strategy. 

Imagine that -the police and the 
board working together on actual 
ways to save the Niagara taxpayer 
money.

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What do you know about Fort Erie’s bats? 


My brother’s two grand¬ 
sons sleep downstairs when 
they visit him. 

They complained about 
mice running around and 
keeping them awake. 

Busy mice? 

Not so. 

The next day, my brother 
Ed foundthe culprit—a little 
brown bat! 

Ed wisely took rubber 
coated gloves to pick up the 
bat. 

It bit at him. Bats can carry 
rabies that can be deadly to 
humans. He took the bat 
outside and set it down. 

It eventually flew away. 

What do you know about 
Fort Erie’s bats? 

All of the bats in Ontario 
are insectivors. They eat 
moths, flies, mosquitoes, 
and even dragonflies. 

At the family farm in 
Sherkston, Grandpa Joe wel¬ 
comed bats. They helped 
control the mosquito 
population. 

Bats hunt at night using 
echolocation. They emit 


extremely high frequency 
chirps that bounce off sur¬ 
rounding articles and return 
them as echoes. They learn 
about their surroundings by 
interpreting these echoes. 
Amazing! 

There are eight species of 
bats in Ontario. 

Our little brown bat is 
small. It weighs only four to 
11 grams. 

Its long forearm is about 
33 to 41 milimetres. It has 
glossy brown coloured fur. 

Fur you ask? Yes. 

During the day, the bats 
hang upside down as shown 
in the photo. They gather in 

In Ontario, bats have two 
main roosting strategies. Our 
little brown bat roosts in 
tight places found in rock 
crevices, hollow trees, attics, 
bat boxes and many other 
small concealed places. 

Rabies! Bats, like any wild 
animal, are frightened by 
being handled.

In the first year, Jaeger explained, 
the needs of the Niagara commu¬ 
nity will be assessed to identify 
existing programs and to identify 
opportunities for improvements. 

The following year, Niagara will 
develop and implement a theme- 
based action plan to promote 
healthy eating, physical activity 
and lifestyle choices. 

The Healthy Kids Community 
Challenge is based on a French 
program that has been successful 
in reducing the prevalence of child¬ 
hood obesity.
